rather recent. Earlier It appeared that Rus- 
sia favored a decentralized Oermany. What 
caused the change can only be giics.sec! at. 

Reparations may have .somethlns to rio 
with the official Rvisslnn policy on Germany. 
Ru.Mla suffered deep economic wounds at the 
nazl invaders' hands. They will be slow to 
heal. Certainly she deserves reparation.'!, and 
us certainly she has received some In the 
large bites of German territory whieh .ilie 
has taken for herself and her close associate, 
Poland. 

Yet recently Russia mentioned the sum of 
810,000,000,000 for further reparation.^. If any 
such sum should be fixed for payment by 
Oermany, and If other sufferers from nazl 
aggression should demand and be awarded 
comparable amount,'?, an industrialized Oer- 
many with a larse foreign trade would be in- 
dispensable, even though such demands 
would be ruinous to Germany as an agrarli 
economy. 

As lor unitlcallon, experience thus far 
flcems to have proved Mr. Landon and Mr. 
Molotov right. At least, the zone arrangement 
of German occupation and control hasn't 
been satisfactory— although Russia seems to 
have less cause for complaint than the other 
powers. 

None of the zones has boon entirely ,';elf' 
sufficient. And their hermetic isolation, both 
economic and political, has been a source of 
trouble and expense, at least to the western 
allies. If occupation is to continue over a long 
period, as seems likely, a centralized admin 
latration of the whole country Is the most 
logical arrangement. 

In general (and on the surface), the Rus' 
aian plan appears sane and rea.^onoblo and 
offers a promising basis of discuiision and 
eventual agreement. It perceives a .source of 
unrest and danger In an "annihilated" Ger- 
many, yet is conscious of the need for Inter- 
allled policing of German industry. 

It favors a centralized Germany, yet 
promlaea no objection If, at some future date, 
a German state should decide by plebiscite to 
withdraw from that centralized government. 

It sees In inter-allied control of oil German 
Industry a fulfillment of the Berlin confer- 
ence decision to treat Oermany as an eco- 
nomic whole— something which needs doing 
and has not been done to date. 

All this emphasizes the po.s.slblllty of agree- 
ment, not the many points of potential con- 
flict. But, at least, the difficulties do not look 
to be totally Insoluble at the moment. And 
that, after recent experiences, Is good news. 




UNFORTUNATE DROWNING 
It !e unfortunate that a young man drown- 
ed in the municipal swimmlnc: pool at Har- 
mon park, not only because of the loss of a 
human life, but because of certain reactions 
that might result. 

One alarmed local rosident suggested that 
the pool should be closed until there ts some 
definite assurance that there will never be 
any recurrence of such s tragedy. 

Naturally others raised the question as to 
why the drowning was not witnessed by the 
■ lifeguards until It was too late to save the 
victim's lire. 

Unfortunate as this tragedy Is, and com- 
ing « a great shock to the young man's rela- 
Uves and many friends, U Is something that 
could have happened in any swimming pool. 

Considering the thousands upon thousands 
■who avail themselves of the pool, fhe city has 
maintained a good record In the operation of 
the municipal plunge. And the lifeguards also 
deserve much credit for maintaining that 
record. 

The drowning may never be explained, and 
for that reason no one should be suspected of 
tMlac tt /ault. There may never be such a 
trtgedr again. At least It will be less Ukely 
bdcauie this one serves as a warning of what 
«an happen in spite of every precaution. It
